A r t A iu o u g th e A s i m m e r * . 
Tho thousand ounces of gold gathered in 
such haste by King Koflee, os the tlrst instal­ 
ment of the indemnity demanded by Ilia 
English conquerors, furnisli many curious 
and striking illustrations of tho artistic de­ 
velopment of the native goldsmiths. 
Their 
skill In working gold- which appears to be 
the most common cactal of the country — 
seems, indeed, to be fully equal to that of the 
best European artists, while their ft rtitity in 
invention is simply wonderful. 
Among the larger articles brought away by 
the English is a human head of massive gold, 
nearly live pounds in weight; a ghastly ob­ 
ject, uppareutly representing the head of a 
victim gagged for sacrifice. 
Of a more pleas­ 
ing character, and more to be preferred as 
works of art, uro two heavy golden griffins, 
said lo have been broken from the King’s 
I 
Chair of state. 
There are besides, many 
badges of ollice of diflerent styles, some of 
them massive Abuts of wrought gold, like 
those worn by tho heralds sent by King Koflee 
lo treat with tho English commander, others 
of various patterns according to lim ollice of 
the wearer. 
That of the King’s chamtM>rlain 
for example, is distinguished tty padlock and 
keys; the butler's, by cups and bowls, nil of 
solid metal, aud, for the most part, Tustin, 
of exquisite design. 
lu addiliou to these great badges, each of 
which contains many ounces of pure gold 
there aru fetish caps ornamented with gold iu 
repousses work, the golden tops of umbrellas 
and sticks of ollice, grotesque lions for the 
heads of scepters, golden law bones, tin, 
bones and skulls, a large sacrificial knife with 
a golden handle, und many 
indescribable 
objects which doubtless solved their purposo 
in the fantastic ceremonies of fetish worship 
Smaller in sizo but not inferior in work­ 
manship is an infinite number and variety of 
objects of native design, besides numerous 
imitations of the gold work of other nations 
and agee; bracelets, some bo heavy as to be a 
burden, others of exceeding lightness and 
delicacy; 
necklaces, 
chains, 
pendants, 
brooches, and rings of curious yet beautiful 
Bha|ie. 
The imitated articles give a striking indica­ 
tion of the skill aith which the native work 
men copy everything that comes to them from 
the outer world. 
Thus there are golden pad­ 
locks, buckles, bells, and even watch keys, 
whose use must bavo been unknown. 
Not 
tho least carious are several copies of reli­ 
quaries, left, perhaps, by Roman Catholic m is­ 
sionaries in that benighted land, and repro­ 
duced in gold by the native workmen, with a 
faithfulness aud delicacy which a Chinese 
might envy. 
Among the brooches, pendants, 
badges, rings, and so on, there are forms 
liicli are almost facsimiles of early Indian 
ornaments ; others approach Egyptian styles; 
still others, Scandivavian and Anglo-Saxon 
types. 
The whole world, in fact, has been 
laid under tribute and the relics hoarded in 
this out-of-tbe-way tiglon. 
Some of the articles are quite new, and 
still have clinging to them the fine red loam 
in which they were cast. 
Others are old aud 
orn, and bear trace! of frequent patchings 
and soldering!. 
One of tho most remarkable 
of tho ancient pieces is a finely chased real 
ring, tbe signet being made of an ancient 
Coptic coin. 
Two other rings were evidently 
cojiied from early English betrothal rings. 
Some of the necklaces and chains ara formed 
of beautiful shells reproduced in gold, while 
others represent seeds aud fruit. 
Iii every 
case, the design is individual and tbe beauty 
of tho workmanship refreshing to see, in 
coalrast with tbe machine-made jewelry worn 
by modern civilised belie!. 
The most noteworthy object in silver brought 
from Asbautee is au enormous belt or bald­ 
rick, to be hung over the neck by a massive 
chain, erossing the breast diagonally. 
From 
the belt depeud seven or eight silver sheaths 
for kuivea, the use of whish it is not difficult 
to imagine.—Scientific American. 


A v e r s io n lo .T la m ia l L a b o r , 
Tho practice of educating boys for the pro­ 
fessions, w hich are already overstocked, or for 
the mercantile business, in whisk statistics 
show that ninety-five in a hundred fall of suc­ 
cess, is fearfully on tho increase in this coun­ 
try. 
Americans are annually becoming moro 
aud more averse to manual labor; and to gel 
a living by one’s wits, even at the cost of in­ 
dependence und self-respect, aud a fearful 
wear and tear of conscience, is tbe ambition 
of a large prounion of our young men. The 
result is that tbe mechanical professions are 
becoming a monopoly of foreigners, aud tho 
ownership of the finest farms, even is New 
Englaud, Is passing from Americans to Irish­ 
men and Germans. 
Fifty years ago a father 
was not ashamed to put bis children to the 
plow or ( • a mechanical trade; but now they 
are “ too feeble” for bodily labor; on* has a 
pain in his side, another a slight cough, an­ 
other “ a very delicate constitution,” another 
is nervous; and so poor Bobby or Hilly or 
Tommy is sent oil to the city to measure tape, 
weigh codec, or drew molasses. 
It seems never to occur to their foolish par­ 
ents that moderate manual labor in tbe pure 
aud bracing air of tho country is just what 
Hies! piny, 
wasp waisted lads need, and 
that to send them to tbe crowded and un­ 
healthy city is to send them to their graves. 
Let them follow the plow, swing tho sledge, 
or shove tho foreplane, aud their pinched 
chests will be expanded, their sunken cheeks 
plumped out, and their lungs, now “ cabined, 
cribbed, and confined,” will have room to 
play. 
Their nerves will be Invigorated with 
their muscles; and when they shall havo cast 
od their jackets, instead of being Ibin, pale, 
vapid coxcombs, they shall have spread out 
to the size aud configuration of men. 
A 
lawyer's office, a counting room, or a grocery 
is about the last place to which a sickly youth 
should be sent. 
The ruin of health is as sure 
there as in the mines of England. 
Even of 
those men in the city who have constitutions 
of iron, only five per cent, succeed, and they 
only by “ living tike hermits, and working Mkt 
horses;” tbe rest, after years of toil and anx­ 
iety, become bankrupt or retire; and bavigg 
meanwhile acquired a thorough disgust aud 
unfitness for manual labor, bitterly bemoan 
the day when they forsook the peaceful pur­ 
suits of the country for the excitement, care, 
and sharp competition of city life.—J/., in

The ground seed is placed in strong, 
woven woolen bags, which bags are covered 
with mats made of horse hair aid sole leather, 
of a proper and sufficient width to protect the 
bags In the operation of pressing.

mats with their contents are subjected to an 
immeuse hydraulic pressure, and the expressed 
oil flows od int# large iron tanks, where it is 
allowed to settle. 
What remains iii the bags 
after the pressure is known as oil cake. About 
S.OOfi.OOO gallons of linseed oil are used an­ 
nually in the United States.

A r t A m o n g t h e A a k a n t e e s . 
Tho thousand ounces of gold gathered in 
such haste by King Koflee, as the tirst instal­ 
ment of the indemnity demanded by his 
English conquerors, furnish many curious 
and striking illustrations of the artistic de­ 
velopment of the native goldsmiths. 
Their 
skill in working gold- which appears to be 
the most common metal of tho country — 
seems, indeed, to be fully equal to that of the 
best European artists, while their fertility in 
invention is simply wonderful. 
Among the larger articles brought away by 
the English is a human head of massive gold, 
nearly live pounds in weight; a ghastly ob­ 
ject, apparently representing the head of a 
victim gagged for sacritice. 
Of a more pleas­ 
ing character, and more to be preferred as 
works of art, are two heavy golden griffins, 
said to have been broken from the King’s 
chair of state. 
There are besides, many 
badges of office of different styles, some of 
them massive flbulaj of wpought gold, like 
those worn by the heralds sent by King Koflee 
to treat with the English commander, others 
of various pattorns according to tho office of 
the wearer. 
That of the King’s chamberlain, 
for example, is distinguished by padlock and 
keys; the butler’s, by cups and bowls, all of 
solid metal, and, for the most part, casting» 
of exquisite design. 
Iu addition to these great badges, each of 
which contains many ounces of pure gold, 
there are fetish caps ornamentad vyith gold in 
repoussea work, the golden top3 of umbrellas 
and sticks of office, grotesque Hons for the 
head» of scepters, golden jaw bones, thigh 
bones and skulls, a large sacrificial knife with 
a golden handle, and many 
indescribable 
objects which doubtless served their purposo 
in the fantastic ceremonies of fetish worship. 
Smaller in size but not inferior in work­ 
manship is an infinite number and variety of 
objects of native design, besides numerous 
imitations of the gold work of other nations 
and ages; bracelets, some so heavy as to be a 
burden, others of exceeding lightness and 
delicacy; 
necklaces, 
chains, 
pendants, 
brooches, and rings of enriou3 yet beautiful 
shape. 
The imitated articles give a striking indica­ 
tion of the skill <vith which the native work­ 
men copy everything that comes to them from 
the outer world. 
Thus there are golden pad­ 
locks, buckles, bells, and even watch keys, 
whose use must have been unknown. 
Not 
tho least curious are several copies of reli­ 
quaries, left, perhap», by Roman Catholic mi«- 
sionaries iu that benighted land, and repro­ 
duced in gold by the native workmen, with a 
faithfulness and delicacy which a Chinese 
might envy. 
Among the brooches, pendants, 
badges, rings, and »o on, there are form» 
which are almost facsimile» of early Indian 
ornaments ; others approach Egyptian styles; 
still other», Scandivavian and Anglo-Saxon 
types. 
The whole world, in fact, has b»cn 
laid under tribute and the relics hoarded in 
this out-of-the-way legion. 
Some of the articles arc quite new, and 
still have clinging to them the fine red loam 
in which they were cast. 
Other» are old and 
worn, and bear trace* of frequent patchings 
and soldering». 
One of tho most remarkabl# 
of tho ancient pieces ia a finely chased seal 
ring, the «ignet being made of an ancient 
Coptic coin. 
Two other ring» were evidently 
copied from early English betrothal ring». 
Some of the necklaces and chains are formed 
of beautiful «hell» reproduced in gold, while 
others repreaent seeds and fruit. 
In every 
case, the design is individual and the beauty 
of tho workmanship refreshing to see, in 
contrast with the machine-made jewelry worn 
by modern civilized belle». 
The most noteworthy object in ailver brought 
from Ashantee is au enormou* belt or bald- 
rick, to be hung over the neck by a massive 
chain, crossing the breast diagonally. 
From 
tho belt depend seven or eight silver shcath3 
for kuives, the use of whieh it is not difficult 
to imagine.— Scientific American. 


Aversion to M anual Labor. 
The practice of educating boys for the pro­ 
fessions, which are already overstocked, or for 
the mercantile business, iu whieh statistics 
show that ninety-five in a hundred fail of suc­ 
cess, is fearfully on tho increase in this coun­ 
try. 
Americans are annually becoming moro 
aud more averse to manual labor; and to get 
a living by one’s wits, even at the cost of in­ 
dependence and self-respect, and a fearful 
wear and tear of conscience, is the ambition 
of a large proportion of our young men. The 
result is that the mechanical professions are 
becoming a monopoly of foreigners, and the 
ownership or the finest farms, even ia New 
England, Is passing from Americana to Irish­ 
men and Germans. 
Fifty year» ago a father 
wa» not ashamed to put his children to the 
plow or to a mechanical trade; but now they 
are “too feeble” for bodily labor; one has a 
pain in his side, another a slight cough, an­ 
other “a very delicate constitution,” another 
is nervous; and so poor Bobby or Billy or 
Tommy is sent off to the city to measure tape, 
weigh coffee, or draw molasses. 
It seems norer to occur to their foolish par­ 
ents that moderate manual labor in the pure 
aad bracing air of tho country is just what 
these puny, wasp-waisted lads need, and 
that to send them to the crowded and un­ 
healthy city is to send them to their graves. 
Let them follow the plow, swing tho sledge, 
or shove tho foreplane, and their pinched 
chests will be expanded, their sunken cheeks 
plumped out, and their lung», now “ cabined, 
cribbed, and confined,” will have *oom to 
play. 
Their nerves will be invigorated with 
their muscles; and when they shall have cast 
off their jackets, instead of being thin, pale, 
vapid coxcombs, they shall have spread out 
to the size aud configuration of men. 
A 
lawyer’s office, a counting room, or a grocery 
is about the last place to which a sickly youth 
should be sent. 
The ruin of health ia as sure 
there as in the mines of England. 
Even of 
those men in the city who have constitutions 
or Iron, only live per cent, «ucccad, and they 
ouly by "living like hermits, and working like 
horses;” tho rest, after year* of toil and anx­ 
iety, become bankrupt or retire; and having 
meanwhile acquired a thorough disgust and 
unfitness for manual labor, bitterly bemoan 
the day when they forsook tho peaceful -pur- 
•uits of the country for the excitement, eare, 
and «harp competition of city life.—M., in'

Linseed OU. 
Linseed oil is obtained fr om flaxseed, by 
gritidlng the same under heavy stone», set on 
edge and made to revolve on beds of atone. 
Attached to tho edge stone are scrapers which 
throw the seed into the circular track of the 
roller. 
The ground seed is plaeed in strong, 
woven woolen bags, which bags are covered 
with mats made of horse hair aad sole leather, 
of a proper and sufficient width to protect the 
bags in the operation of pressing. 
These 
mats with their contents are subjected to an 
immense hydraulic pressure, and the expressed 
oil flows off into large iron tanks, where it 1» 
allowed to settle. 
What remain» in the bags 
after the pressure is known as oil coke. About 
8,000,000 gallons of linseed oil are used an­ 
nually in the United States.

T h e R e s t o r a t i o n o f C e r t a i n

The Committee on Ways and Means to-day, 
by a vote of 8 to 2, expressed themselves as 
opposed to the restoration of the ten per cent.

in the second section of the tariff act of June 
Ctb, 1872. 
These articles are manufactures 
of cotton, wool and steel, metals and manu­

The measurements made by this assistant 
were not under his (witness’) supervision, and 
he would not be responsible for them.

stated that he had nothing to do with the es­ 
timate on which the government appropria­ 
tion of $1,240,000 was the base.

Osrtley, and he (witness) never saw it uutil it

Witness stated that although Oertley was one 
of his subordinate* he had not seen him in 
his office in a fortnight.

work amounted to about $1,000,000, and was 
certified without my knowledge. 
(J.—Havo you ever discovered a mistake 
made by Forsyth ?

Q.—Do you kuow anything about the grad 
ing of Fifleeutb and .Seventeenth streets, uear 
the War Department ? 
A.—The District has paid for grading, $31, 
095.40 aud the government is charged for 
$25,172. 
This is not an overcharge, but is 
incongruous. 
Q.—Well, explain that. 
A.—Well, lf you buy a horse for $500 and a 
man brings you the bill to pay for two mules 
at $250 each you are cheated. 
You pay the 
correct amount, but in a wrong way. 
Q.—Is that the way the government ac 
counts have been kept ? 
A.—It seems so. 
(J.—Explain that again, i 
A.—Well, you see John 0. Evans did th* 
work. 
There were actually about 46,000 
square yards. 
Evans was allowed about $1 
per yard. 
Some put it at 75,000 yards at 60 
ceuts per yard. 
This is the way it was done: 
The G street sewer cost $2,125; they have 
charged the government $8,195 for IL 
The 
grading on Maryland avenue between First 
aud Fifteenth streets cost the Board $85,- 
418.56; the United States has paid $95, 
020.83. 
Q.—How do you account for this? 
A.—I caunot account for it. 
I have taken 
the account! and made up a statement. 
Q.—Iii North Carolina avenue tho amount 
charged to the Unitod State* is $31,306.67; 
the cost to the Board is $9,821.70. 
How do 
you account for that discrepancy ? 
A.—I cannot account for It. 
I have taken 
the records of the engineer's allice for my 
statement. 
Q.— On Connecticut avenue the cost is $16,- 
933.70. 
The United States has paid over 
$21,000. 
How is that accounted for ? 
A.—I know no reason why it should be so. 
I have taken the records. 
Q.—What do you know about filling the 
canal ? 
A.—Not a voucher has passed luto the en­ 
gineer's office for filling up the caual. 
Most 
of the earth came from the streets aud ave­ 
nues. 
Witness read (rom a journal of the en- 


ginetr'a office certain applications made by 
Albert Gleason for grading work on certain 
streets in the southwestern aud other portions 
of the city. 
He found five days after this ap­ 
plication was made that A ssistant Engineer 
Oertley, without the aid of Instruments, rod­ 
men or anybody to help him, had made an es­ 
tim ate of all the streets, which was delivered 
to Mr. Gleason by order. 
There were vouch­ 
ers for $148,250.11. 
Asked Oertley how he 
did this, and he said I must not blame bim as 
he was following out Hie Vice President’s or­ 
der. 
Q.—Who wa3 Vice President then ? 
A.—Shepherd. 
On looking this case up he 
found another voucher was passed, which was 
concealed from him, for about $75,§00. Could 
not see how twelve streets could be measured 
in five days without Instruments or rodmen or 
assistance of any kind. 
Witness stated that 
Shepherd appointed all the Street Superinten­ 
dents; that 
they 
had 
not 
been 
paid 
for several months, and they would generally 
sign anything as correct; th at last summer 
140 Superintendents were employed; and that 
had they been appointed and controlled by 
the engineer department, as they should have 
been, 60 good men could have done the work 
more satisfactorily. 
Witness considered Oert­ 
ley a good engineer if he wanted to lie, but 
he acted under orders. 
He did not think 
Oertley had been honest with the committee; 
that he had submitted labels which conceal 
the truth rather than state it. 
He thought 
the system of tho Board in keeping accounts 
very complicated and it was difficult to make 
anything out of them. 
Mr. Allison—I quite agree with you. 
Witness, resuming—Up to January last, from 
October, 1872, to January, 1874, there have 
not been more than eight meetings of the 
Board of Public Works.

Mr. PRATT of Indiana spoke iu favor of the 
bill. 
Mr. THURMAN said he knew the bill was 
to pass, though not because of its merits. Ile 
did not believe that one-third of the Senate, if 
left untrammeled by outside pressure, would 
vote for the bill. 
There were 800,000 colored 
voters in the United States, and their demands 
had more power in this ubamber than the 
Constitution of the U nited States itself. 
If the 
fate of this measure depended upon its own 
merits it would require very little ability to 
show that it should not pass. 
He argued at 
some length as to the constitutional power of 
Congress, aud said this bill did uot pro|>ose to 
deal with states, but it dealt with individuals 
so states could provide punishment to secure 
civil rights. 
The federal government by this 
bill could seize the citizen and punish him the 
second time.

General A. B. Dyer, of the Ordnance De­ 
partment, died here to-day. 
T h e R e s t o r a t io n o f C e r ta in D u tie s . 
The Committee on Ways and Means to-day, 
by a vote of 8 to 2, expressed themselves as 
opposed to the restoration of the ten per cent, 
taken off the rate of duty on certain articles 
in the second section of the tariff act of June 
6tb, 1872. 
These articles are manufactures 
of cotton, wool and steel, metals and manu­ 
factures of metals, excepting percussion caps, 
watches, jewelry and other articles of orna­ 
ment, paper and manufactures of india rub- 
rubber, gutta percha or straw, oil cloths and 
all descriptions of glass and glass ware, leath­ 
er and ail manufactures of skins, bone, ivory, 
horn and leather, except gloves and mittens; 
in other words, the committee are opposed to 
increasing the duty on the above-named artl 
cles, leaviDg them at their present rate. 
The 
restoration of ten per cent, would incroaso 
the revenue about eight millions annually, 
but the Committee on Ways and Means seem 
to think no such increase of tariff necessary.

In the District investigation to-day Adolf 
Cluss, engineer and member of the Board of 
Public Works, testified that the Vice Presi­ 
dent, against the protest of engineers of the 
office, was in the habit of detailing Mr. Oert’ey, 
an assistant engineer, and giving ’him private 
instructions with reference to measurements. 
The measurements made by this assistant 
were not under his (witness’) supervision, and 
he would not be responsible for them. 
He 
stated that he had nothing to do with the es­ 
timate on which the government appropria­ 
tion of $1,240,000 was the base. 
It was by 
Oertley, and he (witness) never saw it uutil it 
.appeared iu print in the Governor's answer. 
Witness stated that although Oertley was one 
of his subordinates he had not seen him 
his office in a fortnight. 
By Mr. Allison—Where is he ? 
Answer—Making up a statement for this 
committee. 
Witness stated that a 11 important contracts 
made were awarded without consulting him as 
engineer and without his knowledge a3 a 
member of the Board. 
The Vico President 
made contracts. 
The minutes of the Board 
were made up iu a committee meeting with 
Shepherd at one corner of the table, Willard 
at another aud Magrudcr at another and their 
agreeing to something and calling it a meet­ 
ing. 
I protested to Magruder once and he 
said, “ Well, they have agreed to the proposi 
lion which you opposed. 
There is a-jnajority 
and the majority rules.” Sucli action was 
then entered as a meeting of the Board and 
spread on the minutes. 
Whenever the Vice 
President sat down to write a contract it was 
considered as a Board meeting, whether any 
of the Board but him were present or not. 
Some work was Once proposed to be done 
which I considered unnecessary. 
It was said 
it must be done, as assessments were mad* 
out f*r 
the work. 
I 
asked 
to 
see 
the assessments, and was blufled off. 
There 
have been many contracts let and men were 
at work on streets before the engineer of the 
department was notified of the award. 
There 
never was any vote passed officially by the 
Board that designated to what contractor 
should be paid the government appropriations. 
Q.—Who measured the work of tiio Evans 
Concrete Company? 
A.—Mr. William Forsyth. 
Q.—Who designated him ? 
A.—I did not. 
Q.—Did you object to him ? 
A.—I did not know anything about the des­ 
ignation until the work was measured. 
Thi« 
work amounted to about $1,000,000, aud was 
certified without my knowledge. 
Q.—Have you ever discovered a mistake 
made by Forsyth ? 
A.—Frequently. 
When I took charge I 
found an error made by him of 4,000 yards 
in the De Golyer and McClellan measurements 
He tried to bully me, and said his figures had 
never been questioned for twenty-five years 
and should not be now. 
I told Gov. Shepherd 
and he requested me to go over the work, 
which I did, and corrected the mistake. 
For­ 
syth made an excessive measurement to 
Frank M. Smith of 2,000yards on the M street 
wood pavement. 
I corrected that measure­ 
ment also. 
Thero was a case with another 
Smith, on B street, between Second and Third 
streets, an overmeasurement of 400 square 
yards. 
I insisted that another man be desig­ 
nated to make the measurements. 
I then 
secured Mr. Barney, a good man. 
Q.— Did Mr.Forsyth make any measurements 
after that? 
A.—Not under my direction. 
He did 
under somebody else’s and measured the gov­ 
ernment work. 
Witness then explained the 
discrepancy of a certain grading of Maesa 
cbusetts avenue. 
lie said the final award of 
105,000 yards was made; ho thought 50,000 
yards would cover all the grading done. 
The 
price paid for flagging witnese thought was 
too much. 
Contracts were frequently signed 
after the work was commenced. 
It was the 
rule generally to have the contractors sign 
contracts and then the Board signed them at 
its leisure in bulk. 
Witness testified that an 
average price for sewer work chargeable to the 
government would be $2.70 per foot, iustead 
of $4.70, as charged. 
Witness computed the 
cost of good wood pavement layed in Wash­ 
ington at $2.49 per square yard. 
To this he 
would add twenty per cent, for profit. 
The 
Board paid $3.50 per square yard. 
Q.—Do you know anything about the grad 
ing of Fifteenth and Seventeenth stroets, near 
the War Department ? 
A.—The District has paid for grading, $31, 
095.40 and the government i3 charged for 
$25,172. This is not an overcharge, but is 
incongruous. 
Q.—Well, explain that. 
A.—Well, if you buy a horse for $500 and a 
man brings you the bill to pay for two mules 
at $250 each you are cheated. 
You pay the 
correct amount, but in a wroug way. 
Q.—Is that the way the government ac­ 
counts have been kept 1 
A.—It seems so. 
Q.—Explain that again, t 
A.—Well, you see John O. Evans did tho 
work. 
There were actually about 46,000 
square yards. 
Evans was allowed about $1 
per yard. 
Some put it at 75,000 yards at 50 
cents per yard. 
This is the way it was done: 
The G street sewer co3t $2,125; they hare 
charged the government $8,195 for it. 
Tho 
grading on Maryland avenue between First 
aud Fifteenth streets cost the Board $85,- 
418.56; the United States has paid $95,- 
020.83. 
Q.—How do you account for this? 
A.—I cannot account for it. 
I have tuken 
the accounts and made up a statement. 
Q.—In North Carolina avenue the amount 
charged to the Unitod States is $31,306.67; 
the cost to the Board is $9,821.70. 
How do 
you account for that discrepancy ? 
A.—I cannot account for It. 
I have taken 
the records of the engineer’s office for my 
statement. 
Q.—On Connecticut avenue the cost is $16,- 
933.70. 
The United States has paid over 
$21,000. 
How is that accounted for ? 
A.—I know no reason why it should be so. 
I have taken the records. 
Q.—Wliat do you know about filling the 
canal ? 
A.—Not a voucher has passed iuto the en­ 
gineer’s office for filling up the canal. 
Most 
of the earth came from the streets and ave­ 
nues. 
Witness read from a journal of the en- 


glaeer'i office certain applications wade by 
Albert Gleason for grading wont on certain 
streets in the southwestern and other portions 
of tho city. 
He found five days after this ap­ 
plication was made that Assistant Engineer 
Oertley, without the aid of instruments, rod- 
men or anybody to help him, had made an es­ 
timate of all the streets, which was delivered 
to Mr. Gleason by order. 
There were vouch­ 
ers for $148,230.11. 
Asked Oertley how he 
did this, and he said I must not blame him as 
he was following out the Vice President’s or­ 
der. 
Q.—Who was Vice President then ? 
A.—Shepherd. 
On looking this case up he 
found another voucher was passed, which was 
concealed from him, for abont $75,000. Could 
not see how twelve streets could be measured 
in five days without instruments or rodmen or 
assistance of any kind. 
Witness stated that 
Shepherd appointed all the Street Superinten­ 
dents; that 
they 
had 
not 
been 
paid 
for several months, and they would generally 
sign anything as correct; that last summer 
140 Superintendents were employed; and that 
had they been appointed and controlled by 
the engineer department, as they should have 
been, 60 good men could have done the work 
more satisfactorily. 
Witness considered Oert­ 
ley a good engineer if he wanted to be, but 
he acted under orders. 
He did not think 
Oertley bad been honest with the committee; 
that he had submitted labels which conceal 
the truth rather than state it. 
He thought 
the system of the Board in keeping accounts 
very complicated and it was difficult to make 
anything out of them. 
Mr. Allison—I quite agree with you. 
Witness, resuming—Up to January last, from 
October, 1872, to January, 1874, there have 
not been more than eight meetings of the 
Board of Public Works. 
Contracts were gen­ 
erally awarded by Gov. Shepherd with oue 
stroke of his pen, without advising or consult­ 
ing the Board. 
Witness does not know why 
expensive pavements were constructed in un­ 
inhabited portions of the city. 
It was done 
without his being a party to it. 
Knew that 
expensive pavements had been laid in places 
where wood would rot before being inhabited 
along the line. 
Witness testified that Dr. Gil­ 
bert, contractor, got a final measurement on 
work in course of progress and then, after 
being paid, left for parts unknown. 
Cluss will be re-called to-morrow.
